IWO NOTED RIVERS
Tagliamento and Livenza Become
Important in Italy.

One Stream of No Value Commercially,
While the Other 1s Known for
Many Tributaries.

The Natlonal Geographic soclety at
Washington has Issued the following
war geography bulletins on the Taglia-
mento and Livenza rivers, mentioned
in the cable dispatches concerning the
German drive into Ttaly:

“The Tagllamento river, whose flood-
ed banks served as a rampart for the
retreating Italians for only a few days,
and which was crossed by the Austro-
German forces, Is a stream of no value
commerclally. It I8 one of many small
rivers rising In the Carnic Alps and
flowing through the Venetian plain inte
the Adriatle. Its headwaters are
near Mount Clapsavon, about sixty-five
miles northwest of Its entrance into
the Adriatic, but the course of the
stream Is meandering, flowing first to
the east and them south through a
marshy valley, thus traversing a dis-
tance of 100 miles. ;

“Just 120 yenrs ago the Taglinmento
figured prominently -in another great
military campnign In northern Italy. It
was during Napoleon's campalgn of
1797 that re-enforcements were greatly
needed by the French, Bernadotte,
who afterward was placed by Napoleon
on the throne of Sweden as Charles
XIV, led his army with signal dispatch
from the bhanks of the Rhine to his
commander in chlef, and at the pas-
sage of the Taglinmento won enduring
distinetion.

“The Tagllamento passes no Import-
ant cities of Venetia, The most import-
ant of the small towns that squat upon
Its marshy banks are Venzone, 20 miles
by rall from the Austro-Itallan frontier;
Spilimbergo and Latisana. The last-
named is equldistant from Venice and
Trieste on the 100-mile rallway which
connects these two important cities.
The Taglinmento flows 16 miles to the
west of Udine, the first Itallan city of
importance to fall before the onrushing
Teutonic forces in the present offen-
Bsive,

“In anclent times the Tagliamento
was known as Tilaventus.

“The Livenza, like the Tagllamento,
{s one of many streams which rise in
the Carnic AMs and flow through the
delta region of Venetia. Its course s
not more than seventy-five miles in
length, but it has numerous tributaries,
chlef among those on the east bel
the Meduna, the Fiume and the Sile,
while the Monticano and the Meschia
are affluents of the west bank, |
point at which the Livenza mingle
waters with the Adriatic'ds. 4 s
miles northeast of Italy's priceless
Jewel city, Venice.

“The plain lying between the paral-
lel courses of the Taglinmento and the
Livenza is dotted wiih Iialian towns
of great historic and art interest. Chief
#mong these are Pordenone, probably
the Pontus Nnonis of the anclents, but
now many miles from the sea; Porto-
graaro, San Vito, Azzano«and the rulns
of Concordin Saggittaria, the ancient
Roman military station,” ol

THE DEVELOPMENT OF ALASKA

Washington,  July 10.—(Cerre-
spondence of the Associated Press)—
“Every interest in Alaska should
have the fostering care of the coun-
try, so that its development may be
rounded and not partial,” Secretary
Redfield declared today in a le‘ter to
Governor Thomas Riggs, Jr., outlin-
ing important work planned by the

Department of Commerce for the
benefit of the territory.

An essential preliminary to the
development of Alaska, Secretary

Redfield said, is that Alaskan waters
should be made safe for navigation
and he pledged the continuous serv-
ices of the Coast and Geodetic Sur-
vey to that end. The hope of Alaska
to have a coast dotted with fishing
villages is regarded with especial
favor by the department, which will
lend its efforts to bring this about.
Mr. Redfield also pointed out the pos-
sibility of establishing a shipyard in
Alaska and said that if such an en-
terprise were in operation now, the
government would be glad to have it
build two of four launches needed for
the Fisheries Service.

Extension of the facilities for car-
rying on the work of the Coast Sur-
vey, Bureau of Lighthouses and Bu-
reau of Fisheries is planned by the
Department, including new vessels
for each. A new district for the
Steamboat Inspection Service has
been made necessary by the growth
of the work in the northwest and
headquarters probably will be opened

at Portland or Seattle. Plans are

being made for salmon culture and|——

for experiments with neglected spe-
cies of fish foods by establishing =
fisheries experiment station on Puget
Sound. Secretary Redfield wrote:
“The rich aquatic resources of
Alaska have not heretofore received
the attention they deserve. One or
two fisheries of great importance
have overshadowed others. Yet these
more or less neglected fishes are val-
uable food products and are the very

ones which have made other coun-
tries prosperous. We have ynder-
taken a campaign to introduce into

wider popular use the valuable food
fishes of Aiaska hitherto largely neg-
lected.

wealth. It is our earnest hope that
this may come to pass and the De-
partment of Commerce will willingly
Tend its efforts to bringing this about,
" “The Department realizes, how-
ever, that no country can safely de-
pend permanently upon any one sin-
gle overshadowing industry or oc-
cupation. In diversity lies security.
Every interest in Alaska should have

fostering care of the country so

t its development may be rounded
and not partial. Before the shores
of Alaska, however, can be covered
48 they ought to be with the vessels
bringing to and from her ports the
commerce that is their due, the wa-
ters of Alaska must be made safe
and this means that the surveys of
many traits and arms must be work-
ed out so that the navigator shall
know how to avoid the perils
now threaten him.
